For applicant's information, it appears that an information disclosure statement was filed 
on March 3, 2004; however, no 1449 for this IDS was found in the application file. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of Umitations to warrant a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 35, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of a system for configuring a customized contact lenses for a user including 
means for selecting one or more sample eyes as a template eye and for displaying the image of 
the template eye to assist the user, specifically including means for selecting and superposing a 
pre-configured pattern and one or more colors to generate an image of a contact lens and means 
for adjusting the pre-configured pattern and/or colors to generate an optimized image of a 
modified contact lens in accordance with the intentions of the user. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 37, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of a system for configuring a customized contact lenses for a user including 
user display for displaying a plurality of pre-configured pattern selection options to a user, 
specifically including a user interface linked to the display for selecting a pre-configured pattern 
and one or more colors to be superposed onto a template eye image and a server in connection 
with the interface and incorporating the selected pre-configured pattern and color synthesized 
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image for display, wherein the synthesized image includes the designed contact lens superposed 
onto the template eye image.
